Claims 8-11 and 19-24 have been cancelled. 

Note that claim 30 includes the typo "the a" and the recitation "the channel 
blocks", which lacks antecedent basis. Correction is requested. 

Applicant correctly notes that claim 18 was overlooked. The error is regretted. 

For future reference, a series of singular dependent claims is permissible in 
which a dependent claim refers to a preceding claim which, in turn, refers to another 
preceding claim. 

A claim which depends from a dependent claim should not be separated by any 
claim which does not also depend from said dependent claim. It should be kept in mind 
that a dependent claim may refer to any preceding independent claim. In general, 
applicant's sequence will not be changed. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Claims 31 and 33 
are not in compliance with this rule. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims.
